Marketings of 
MMiMrof i nieat nnimnis 
hBahuson totaled 73.4 
biJJinn lbs., up fractionally 
from the 73.2 billion lbs. 
marketed in 1979. 

Profit squeeze: Cash 
receipts from those 
marketings totaled 
only $40.0 billion, 
down eight percent 
from the 1979 lolul of 
S42.9 billion. More¬ 
over, entile and calves 
accounted Tor nearly 
77% of those cash re¬ 
ceipts. Hugs und pigs 
added 22% and sheep 
and hi mbs one percent. 

Marketings of cattle and 
calves, the report shows, 
totaled 49.2 billion lbs., 
down three percent from a 
year earlier, 16% below the 
record high (58.6 billion 
lbs.) set in 1977. But, cattle 
averaged only $62.40 per 
cwt. Inst year, down from 
( he record high of $66.10 set 
in I'W. ('dlf prices dropped 
from the record average of 
888.70 in 1979 and $76.80 
Inst year. 

Adding it up: As a re¬ 
sult, cash receipts from 
cattle and calves de¬ 
clined from Iho record 
$34.4 billion in 1979 to 
$31.2 billion lust year. 
Hogs didn't do any bel¬ 
ter. The price per hun¬ 
dredweight dropped 
from the $41.80 aver¬ 
age of 1979 to $38 last 
year. Total cash re¬ 
ceipts from hogs de¬ 
clined one percent to 
$8,9 billion. 

Just seven states ac¬ 
counted for 54% of the 
marketings and 68% of the 
cosh receipts from cattle 
and calves. Texas alone, 
accounted for 12.5% (six 
billion pounds) of the 
marketings, and the same 
percentage of the cash re¬ 
ceipts at $3.9 billion. 

The other leading 
beef slates in terms of 
marketings and cash 
receipts are Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Okla¬ 
homa, Colorado and 
California. 

With the recent upturn in 
fed prices—and talk of $80 
cattle—some stockmen are 
overlooking last year's 
record. The fact is. retail 
beef prices would have to 
nse to.around three dollars 
por pound average price to 
support $80 cattle. In 
perspective, retail prices set 
new records iast year, 
including the highest week- 
iy average f$2.45 per lb.)

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A now examination of the 
diet-heart theory by Con¬ 
sumers Union |CU) has 
concluded that "the safety 
and efficacy of fat-con- 
trolled diets have yet to he 
proven," reports the Na¬ 
tional Live Slock and Moat 
Board. 

For this reason, CU's 
medical consultants "can¬ 
not rccuinim-ncl such a 
dietary policy to the entire 
population." 

The CU nmilysis, report¬ 
ed in the May issue of 
Consumer Reports, comes 
one year after the release of 
"Toward Healthful diets," 
a study by the National 
Academy of Seieneoa which 
shook up the medical world 
by questioning tho 20-year- 
old theory that heart disease 
can ho controlled by 
reducing dietary fat and 
cholesterol. 

"These* and a number of 
other studies by eminent 
scientists arc* building a 


considerable case against 
dietary change for the entire 
public," said John L. 
Huston, president of the 
Meat Hoard. 

‘‘While it’s still ton soon 
In soy for suro, it does suem 
that the tide may bo turning 
as far ux fat and clwIcxLeml 
arc* concerned. That is 
encouraging to the livestock 
nml meal industry, which 
has questioned the theory 
fur many years." 

The cholesterol theory 
has not been without its 
adherents, Consumer de¬ 
ports points out. 

For patients at risk (those 
with elevated serum choles¬ 
terol, who smoke, have high 
blood pressure, h family 
history of heart disease, 
etc.), “most experts feel 
that reasonable measures 
that mny reduce risk aro 
justified," the article says. 
‘‘When it comes to healthy 
people without known risk 
factors, however, the* ex¬ 


perts part company.” 

The article also notes lhat 
thu cholesterol theory, 
rejected by the animal foods 
industries, was adopted 
enthusiastically l»y oilier 
food manufacturers. 

"While incut, egg, mul 
dairy food producers 
gagged iii> the AllA’s 
(American Heart Assn.’s) 
advice, some food compan¬ 
ies wen? quick to exploit 
public concern a hoi if cho¬ 
lesterol. The term 'no 
cholisslorol’ was advertised 
as though it meant 'gonn- 
frec*,’ while margarine anti 
vegetable oils were often 
promoted ns if they were 
drugs,’* the article states. 

According to Consumer 
Reports, the crux of tho 
issue is whether or not 
dietary manipulation can 
reduce total mortality. In 
this respect, the results so 
for have been discounting 
to those who support the

Calabrese has published a 
two-volume study on re¬ 
search describing how 
vitamins, minerals and 
other nutrients react with 
pollutants, often defusing 
their toxic or carcinogenic 
qualities. 

Most protective, how¬ 
ever, is Vitamin C, which 
helps the liver metabolize 
and detoxify several pollu¬ 
tants, including PCB's 
(polychlorinated biphenyl), 
pesticides and certain 
drugs, he said. 

The vitamin has also been 
found to inhibit the effects 
of nitrites, found in tobacco 
smoke and cured meats. 
Nitrites react with substanc¬ 
es in the digestive tract to 
form nitrosamines, which 


have been shown to cause 
cancer in laboratory tcHts. 

It has been found that 
Vitamin C in tiiu digestive 
tract, along with nitrituH, 
ties them up and prevents 
formation of nitrosumines, 
Calabrese said. 

Calabrese said many 
studies from the 1950s to 
the present "have clearly 
shown that an elevated level 
of Vitamin A in the diet 
prevents the occurrence of 
chemically induced can¬ 
cer." 

Vitamin A also appears to 
reduce the carcinogenicity 
of aflatoxin, a powerful 
carcinogen found in peanut 
butter and some grains, 
Calabrese said. 


Meat departments need to be revamped 


Because of increased 
costs, competition from

Meat departments must 
pay attention to consumer 
demands, John Allen and 
Thomas Pierson, profeesora 
of food systems economics 
and management at Michi¬ 
gan State University, told a 
meat marketing seminar at 
the convention. They pre¬ 
sented results of a survey of 
retailers, wholesalers, meat 
packers and industry asso¬ 
ciations, completed In Sept, 
1980, reports CN8. *

The meat department accounts for 20.5 % of alt sales jn

Supermarkets carry an average of 150 fresh meat items, 
the survey showed. 

Supermarkets purchased 42% of their beef in primal 
form, 35% in subprimal form and 21% in carcass form, 
the survey said. Only two percent of the fresh beef is de¬ 
livered already in retail cuts. 

The survey found that the meat departments usually 
employ five persons, with labor accounting for an average 
of 9.3 % of meat department costs to consumers.

U.S. Senator Mnx llaueus 
(I)-MonL.) hits introduced 
togi.sInLion (lenigneil to 
enable eultlurnon lo bring 
class action lawsuits against 
rotnil food chains under 
current anti-trust law. 

Cattle men under the 
terms of the Illinois Brick 
Co. court caao, arc defined 
as indirect sellers when 
talking price-fixing charges 
against tiie large retail food 
chains. Only direct sellei'9 
can sue for damages, tho 
court ruled in the Illinois 
case. 

Senate Bill 931 would 
Imve implications for all 
industries, and moans the 
little men will have some 
protection against large 
companies, 9ays the Sena¬ 
tor. He has spoken out 
numerous times against the 
situation where ranchers 
and farmers have no choice 
in selling their cattle “when 
faced with a powerful 
corporate buyer who fixes a 
low price on steak.”

Unbalanced market 
has prices lagging 


WHEN BEEF PACKERS tried In sell dressed beef nt 
3109 per ewl. choice, YG-3,600-900 lbs. steer carcasses lust 
week, they were faced with stiff resistance. Dressed beef 
prices fluctuated wildly, beginning with an abnormally 
wide spread of $105-109, then dropping to S101. Prices then 
recovered to tho $104-106 level, which, according to many 
market sources, is the legitimate price for beef. 

Cash cattle and dressed beef prices simply moved too far 
too fast, and retailers did not hove lime to adjust, Market 
sources said until retailers Teel that a true price has been 
established, they will turn to more stable priced pork and 
poultry. 

Fed cattle numbers tightened during April and are 
expected to decline even more in May. However, market 
sources said prices would not have moved as fast or as far if 
major packers had not “weighed up" lorge numbers of 
cnttle, tightening market ready supplies oven further. 

Dubbed by some os "the race to the 70s,” major packers 
bought more cattle than they could kill. However, those 
bought-in-advonce supplies have now dwindled and those 
major packers will need to purchase cattle this week and 
next for immediate ulaughtor needs hoiping market prices 
to recover.

tion Absd.'h main objective 
la to ensure the continued 
multiple use of the public 
lands for the benefits of all 
users of the public lands and 
the people of Nevada,” said 
Lee. Lee finalized his 
announcement by saying, 
"President Reagan will 
make his decision on the 
basing mode for the MX in 
July. We hope this litigation 
will effectively expose the 
MX Mtaslle proposal as it 
really is. The Department of 
Defense now has over three 
million acrea of our state’s 
land and we feel we’ve 
given enough.” 

At the same conference 
Dr. Tony Leaperance, pro¬ 
fessor at the Mac . C. 
f'leiechman College of Agri¬ 
culture, University of Neva-, 
da, explained, “MX will 
affect everyone. As Ameri¬ 
can taxpayers, you will be 
soaked with a minimum of 
$2000 per family of four.” 
That figure could rise as 
high as S4p00 if the system 
haB to be expanded, he said. 
Not only will Americana pay 
for the MX with their tax 
dollars,’they will also be hit 
on an everyday basis with 
inflated prices for goods and 
services. 

Leaperance maintains

Grazing rights, 
water rights, and property 
rights have been conven¬ 
iently de-emphasized in the 
MX DEIS," according to 
Wayne Hage, chairman of 
the Nevada Cattlmen’s 
Assn, ad hoc MX commit- ; 
tee. 

Hage went on to explain. 
“Early, on in the MX 
proposal the Cattlemen tried 
to avoid a fight. We hired a 
consulting firm to explain 
what provisions the Air 
Force needed to addreas in 
carder to adequately mea¬ 
sure the impacts of the MX 
on our Industry. The MX 
DEIS is evidence that the 
Air Force didn't lake .us 
seriously. We have. been, 
forced into this litigation 
against our will, but if viable 
livestock operations are to 
survive, we'rp left with only 
one alternative and thatis to 
fight."
